One of the interesting cases tried in 
the district court last week was the 
one in which a Mexican by the name 
of Pascaul 
Martinez 
was charged 
with burglary with intent to commit 
rape. The prosecutrix in the case 
was Senora Matilda Seides, a Mexi­ 
can woman about twenty-seven years 
of age and the mother of two children. 
She in company with her mother, an 
old lady about HO years of age, and 
step-father, attended a bile near their 
home in Bridgeport; they returned 
home about twelve o ’clock; 
some­ 
where 
in the neighborhood of 
3 
o ’clock in the morning the mother of 
Mrs. Matilda peeked through a crack 
in the partition separating the moth­ 
er's and daughter's rooms and saw 
Pascaul, a strapping young admirer 
of Matilda in the room. 
He had his 
hat in one hand and his shoes in the 
other. 
M atilda’s mother immediate­ 
ly opened hostilities by arming her­ 
self with an ax and a piece of iron. 
Charging the room the old lady drove 
Martinez into the second story of the 
building, and from there he was sent 
into the street on a run. 
On the wit­ 
ness stand Matilda swore she was not 
disturbed by the commotion created 
by the discovery of Pascaul in her 
room and for more than half an hour 
continued to dream of the sun-kissed 
vales and chili con carne of her na- 
tivecountry. Pascaul was arrestedand 
put in jail here. Tile firm of Ford & 
Ratliff and J . V. Patterson were em­ 
ployed by Hie accused, while H. E. 
Lobdell, attorney of Bridgeport, was 
employed to assist the county atto r­ 
ney's department. 
Some of the testi­ 
mony in the trial was rather spicy 
and drew several gray beards to the 
court room. 
French Spencer, assist­ 
ant county attorney, made a splen­ 
did speech for the state in opening 
the case, followed by a masterful 
argument by Attorney Ratliff. County 
Attorney Shults followed Mr. Ratliff 
in a good talk. 
Then Mr. Ford pre­ 
e n e d some law to the court, requiring 
only a few minutes. 
Attorney Pater­ 
son closed with a good presentation 
of the case for the defendent. 
The 
court then took a recess until after 
supper, when Attorney 
Lobdell of 
Bridgeport, made a long oratorical 
effort for the state. 
Mr. Lobdell, 
between sucks at a huge lemon and 
draughts from a glass of water, inter­ 
spersed with graceful jestures with 
iiis handkerchief, which he would toss 
on the table before him with dramatic 
emphasis, made the ‘‘big” speech for 
the state. 
The jury was out probably 
twenty minutes, returning a verdict 
aquitting Martinez. 
The Mexican 
thanked the jury and left for Bridge­ 
port immediately. 


The case of W arner 
Williams, 
charged with appropriating a d ia­ 
mond ring belonging to J. F. Li 11 ai d, 
came to trial Friday: the jury return­ 
ed a verdict of not guilty. 
Lee Black 
a bar tender of F ort Worth, who was 
charged with perjury in connection 
with allegations in the cate, had the 
charges dismissed by the county at­ 
torney, in order that he could appear 
as a witness for the state. 
When 
B lack’s story was told on the witness 
stand it was the opinion of those 
hearing it that he made a splendid 
witness for the defense. 
A saloon­ 
keeper, W. M. Robinson, and a for­ 
eigner by the name of Kruger, d ia ­ 
mond broker of Fort W orth, were al­ 
so here as witnesses in the case. 


A . E. A bbot’s case against the Fort 
W orth & Denver road, tried in the 
district court Monday, resulted in the 
dismissal of the case. 
Mr. Abbot in 
his allegations said that on the morn­ 
ing of July 31, 1911, he brought his 
daughter-in-law to town to catch the 
train for lier home in Commerce; that 
he assisted her in boarding the train, 
carrying a satchel and box intp the 
coach. The train started before he 
could get off, and when the train was 
moving at a lively rate he jumped, 
and severely b r u t e d and maimed his 
left wrist. This injury prevented him 
from doing any hard work on his 
farm for more than a year. The suit 
was brought fbr 12,500.

still, but knowing as I do that it will 
be worth more to the farmer# than 
to any one else, I am doing all I can 
to get tile road, for it means so much 
to Wi>e county. 
Some might ask in what way this 
public highway will be of such vast 
importance to our people; first, it 
will give us practically 40 miles of 
mecadame road: second, it will dem­ 
onstrate to the people what a good 
road is worth and stimulate them to 
build more good roads; third, it will 
bring tourists through our county, 
and they wjll see what a great county 
we have, thereby advertising to the 
world what we have, and it would in­ 
duce immigration and add value to 
our lsnd and other property. 
Why 
is it that wise county land is selling 
so low when the same character of 
land i selling for a great deal more 
in other counties? 
It is simply this, 
that our county has not been proper­ 
ly advertised: in other words the 
world don't know what we have in 
Wise county—the best county in the 
state, in lands, climate, rainfall and 
people. 
Some may not understand what the 
98th meridian road is; I will say that 
the National government in the near 
future undertake to build two roads 
across the United Stated, one from 
San Francisco to New York, the o th ­ 
er from Winnipeg to the coast of 
Texas on the 98th meridian, that be­ 
ing practically the center of the states. 
The getting of this road depends on 
tile interest we take in improving this 
road through Wise, Montague and 
Clay counties. 
We have every ad­ 
vantage in our favor, both in dis­ 
tance and road bed, and we have the 
assurance of all concerned that our 
road will be adopted by the govern­ 
ment if we put it in the proper con­ 
dition. 
So, I ask every one to take an in­ 
terest in this project, as it means so 
much to our county: more important 
than the securing of another railroad 
or anything that has been offered the 
county in a longtim e.

Care of Ewes In Winter. 
The breeding ewes especially should 
be compelled to exercise, for it not only 
promotes their own good health but in­ 
sures plenty of vitality and vigor in 
their lambs. It is preferable not to sup­ 
ply the breeding ewes with much grain 
during the winter period. They should 
be in fine breeding condition after their 
slimmer and fall on Hie range, and this 
may be easily maintained by a succu­ 
lent and at the same time nutritious 
ration relatively free from fattening 
ingredients. 
A generous supply of alfalfa and cle ­ 
ver hay, supplemented with corn silage 
and such root crops as rutabagas, with 
an occasional feed of cabbages, will put 
the sheep in good condition for lambing 
time. 
All such heating feeds as oil- 
meal, corn, rye, barley and cottonseed 
meal should be avoided, for their ex­ 
tensive use in the ration usually results 
in undersized lambs possessing low vi­ 
tality. Just about a month before lamb­ 
ing time a little grain may be furnish­ 
ed to the ewes in order to induce milk 
flow. 
A mixture of one and a half 
parts of oats and one part of bran is 
excellent for this purpose.

Eggs or No Eggs. 
Farmers often wonder why their 
hens do not lay in the winter time. 
“My hens have good, warm bouses, and 
I give them the same feed they always 
had.” There is just the point to be 
noticed. It is for the very reason you 
feed them the same feed in winter that 
you do in summer that you don’t get 
more eggs. 
In summer the fowls 
have free range and will thrive very 
well on one kind of grain, such as corn, 
kaffir or wheat, for they can pick up 
so much food on the range that it will 
counterbalance the one variety of grain 
and tend to make a balanced ration. 
But when fowls are confined to their 
houses in winter there Is not enough 
variety in one grain to make a bal­ 
anced ration, and without that hens 
won’t lay eggs. They must have a va­ 
riety of grains, some meat and some 
green food in order to make eggs, in 
addition to warm houses, grit and 
water.—Kansas Farmer.

First thoroughly wash the harness to 
free it from sweat and dirt. 
Perhaps 
the easiest way to accomplish this is to 
take the harness to pieces and soak it 
overnight in strong soapsuds, having 
the water as warm as is comfortable to 
hold the hand in when the harness is 
first put In. 
If too hot it will scald tin* 
leather. 
When taken out in the morning most 
of the dirt Is gone, and a little rubbing 
with a coarse rag will remove the spots 
that did not soak off. 
Neatsfoot oil is 
in the long run the cheapest oil for oil 
lug leather of any kind and especially 
harness, as it is exposed to the action 
of dirt, sweat aud very often is out in 
the rain. 
If the harness is not very dry a half 
gallon of oil will be enough tor an ordi­ 
nary set of double harness, though 
sometimes harness is so dry that a gal­ 
lon would be none too much. 
A nick­ 
ers worth of ivory black will give a 
color and jiolish to the leather lf it be 
mixed well with the oil before using 
Be sure to get Ivory black and not 
lampblack, as the latter rubs off badly 
Have the oil warm and as you take 
the straps out of the water run them a 
few times through the oil, wipe off 
with a rag and hang up to dry. 
If not 
then soft enough repeat the operation 
Treat your harness in this way and it 
looks like new, and if it is oiled about 
three times a year it will outlast three 
or four sets that never receive any oil

federal Demonstration Work 


Cliff D. Cates 


To explain the purpose and to con ­ 
tend for the maintenance of demon­ 
stration efforts in W ise county has 


b e e n the burden of these efforts 
so 
far. 
In this county there seems to 
have developed a certain antagonism 
and it is to endeavor to mitigate such 
feeling that these arguments are offer­ 


ed. 
Among other matters to be touched j 
upon are the primary reason why the , 
government deemed it expedient to j 
lend its constructive efforts toward i 
the uplift of rural life and the exalta- j 
tion of ordinary farming. 
Such reasons are manifold. 
Con-, 
fusion bothers the mind when it at- j 
terms to single out the larger and j 
main operating cause. 
It was, how-j 
ever, doubtless the pressure exerted 
by public opinion, the concentrated 
wish of the people that the remotest 
possibilities of farming, as well as all 
other lines of industry, should be 
discovered and materialzed for the 
beneiit of all. 
This, however, is but 
a statement of the ideal. 
The more tangible is the picture con­ 
fronting the eye when the reality is 
reviewed. 
What does the picture 
portray? 
Its larger phase shows a 
govermental administration 
in the 
act of conceiving of a notion of ma- j 
lure farmers in the predicament of, 
not knowing the fundamentals of their j 
business. 
It is a very serious pre­ 
dicament. 
A n a la g o u s to the present farming 
situation such a condition is like liv­ 
ing in the upper story of a house that 
has but a flimsev foundation; no one 
knows how long it will stand; no one 
knows what the buffets of weather 
and storms will do for it' 
It is an in­ 
secure footing on which rests all mod­ 
ern life: commercial, industrial, soci­ 
al, etc. 
Farm ing 
is 
i^ot paying what it 
should. 
We are living beneath our 
possibilities because we don ’t know 
as yet how to dig down in farming 
and find the dollars covered from un­ 
trained sight. The government, which 
is but the reflex of public opinion, 
wants to show the wav to those dol­ 
lars. 
After all it is bat a coldblood­ 
ed dollars and cents 
proposition, 
which leaves the government in the 
role of bargainer of its science and 
brains in return for heaped-up pro­ 
ductions of the fruit of the soil. 
There are many farmers living in 
Wise county who will deny the con­ 
tention that farming is not paying 
what it should; they deny also the 


statement that they are without the 
knowledge to increase their returns 
shoul they wish to, and will, perhaps, 
oppose the idea of their not living 
the limit of their possibilities for 
comfort and enjoyment. 
In doing 
which they would be 
flying in the 
face of authority. 
They would be 
controverting the best wisdom of this 
country and setting 
at naught the 
settled conclusions of the times. 
These last forces have declared for 
an increased crop production. 
The 
voice of the people has gone from 
coast to coast decrying the high cost 
of living, asserting its right to the 
ameliorotion of the strife of life, and 
emphasing that every farm unit shall 
realize its possibilities to the full in 
order that the people may be fed and 
clothed, that the wheels of industry 
may turn and that the people may be­ 
come naturally happy and prosper­ 
ous. 
Demonstration farm work is after 
all but the aroused consciousness of 
the people. 
It developed incidentally 
however, as was said, from the bol I - 
weevil fight. 
It looks as if the gov­ 
ernment might merely have staggered 
upon it. but did so coincidental with 
with the time when the demand be­ 
came uppermost for fuller deveop- 
ment of rural life. 
Of course, the local influences of 
every county have exerted a direct 
quickening influence, 
incomparably 
strong and effective where such forces 
were active and vibrant to the needs 
of progress. 
For instance, many of 
the best farmers have themselves re­ 
sponded with ready encouragement. 
Possessing fine practical sense and in­ 
herent capacities for improvement, 
together with minds sharpened to the 
perception qf their own shortcomings, 
and being endowed with solicitude for 
their family happiness and covetous 
of natural jo y s and pleasures, they 
have harkened to the government’s 
purposes and helped make them suc­ 
ceed. 
The same may be said of the 
local merchants who form boards of 
promotion and improvement bodies. 
These know that the sources of trade 
are on the farms, the terminus in 
their till boxes. 
The farm er and merchant both re­ 
spond and exert their influence, the 
actuating factor of each being the 
same great underlying force that act­ 
uates all the nation, looking as it 
does to. tile realization of the utmost 
of opportunity in every line and the 
highest state of happiness and pros­ 
perity acheivable-

Success In Hog Raising. 
The whole secret of success in hog 
raising can be found only through a 
knowledge of the fact that the modem 
hog is an artificial animal which must 
be cared for by artificial means.

against changes in weather conditions, 
and he must give great attention to 
sanitation wherever the hogs are kept. 
Attention to these things, with tile 
knowledge that one of the great causes 
of loss among hogs is due to internal 
parasites, will come more nearly bring 
ing success than is possible in any oth 
er way. 
Dust is a great enemy ut 
bogs; accumulations in the pens are
